WASHINGTON*, February 4. — Toe ces- 


sion of the eenate today was one of un- 
usual activity with sharp colloqnies and 
viporon* spflechea, which drew large 
crowds to the galleries. The hall wai 
set rolling early in the day, when Mr. 
Morrill endeavored to pass the bill pro- 
hibiting the use ot intoxicants in the 
capitol building. Mr. Morrill naid there 
waa much feelioi: throughout the coun- 
try against it. He had just received a 
letter stating that the writer bad seen a 
man coming from the building drunk. 


While there waa some apprehension 


as to the existence of ordinary saloons in 
the building, yet aa the public felt that 
•on evil existed, congress should make a 
strict investigation. Mr. Sherman asked < 
if it was right that any part of this 
great public building should be ueed foi 
the Gale of liquor. Mr. Sherman die 
not believe the public idea that saloons 
existed here waa justified. There was 
nothing like an ordinary bar here. Dal 
the lawB had been matin stringent so 
that when a man wanted whisky he

humorous turu, Mr. Chandler, Mr. Gal- 
linger and Mr. Gray exchanging sallies 
as to the effect of the bill in restricting 
the personal comfort of senators.

Mr. Morgan presented a resolution re- 
queeting tho President for information 
as to the arreat of Oaapar Betancourt at 
Havana, with a demand for his release.

Mr. Lodge, Republican of Massachu- 


setts, endeavored to have the canal bill 
give way temporarily to parmit action 
on the conference report on the immi- 
gration bill.

Mr. Hill appealed to Mr. Lodge, in

Massachusetts, aa the "biggeat humbug 
of the many humbugs we see in Wash- 
ington." 


The firet review by a Republican 


member of the course of bolting free sil- 
ver Republicans of the Weat was made 
by Mr. Mondell, Republican, oi Wyom- 
ing, who found hia text in the recent de- 
feat in Senator Duboia of Idaho, lie re- 
ferred to tbe boltera as men "raised ti 
their positions aa much by Republican 
organs as by their own laerita," and

Percy Donglasa had lived at Bakers- 


ield for a long time, and was noted for 
wing a dangerous man when uader the 
nfluence of liquor. He had served two 
erma in state prison, one for killings 
Mexican here about twelve years ago, 
and the eecond for ehcoUog a train man 
at Fresno. Both of these Crimea were 
oinmitted when Douglass was under 
he influence of drink.

Highwaymen Stop tlie Oregon I 


press Sear lioseburg; — The 


Messenger'^ Experience. 


POBTJ.AND, Or., January 29.— The 


Southern Pacific express train, which 
left San Frarjisco Wednesday night, 
waa held up and robbed by massed rob- 
bers shortly befofe midnight laet night, 
two miles south of Rosebnrg. The car 
containing Wells, Fargo A Company's 
ixpreaa and the baggage o! all the pass* 
engera waa eet on fire by the highway 
men and the car, together with ita con- 
tenta, was entirely destroyed. 
The 


Wells-Fargo car carried tbree safes, two 
of which tbe robbera succeeded in open- 
ing. They only contained about $-0? 
and this is believed to be the extent of 
the booty which waa secured by the 
highwaymen. The through safe," con- 
taining all the valuables, could not be 
opened, and after the tire had burned 
out it was placed in another car and 
taken through. 


Just as the train pulled out of Myrtle 


Ureek a man waa aeen to jump on the 
front end of the mail car, which followed 
the tender. When the train reached 
:ha place agreed upon by the robbera for 
:he holdup, Engineer Morria saw the 
signal and immediately brought his 
train to a standstill. 


The man on the mail cnr then climbed 


over the tender, and with a drawn re- 
volver ordered the engineer to hold up 
lis hand a. Fireman Hendricke at once 
jumped from the tram ind started for 
(toaaburg to give information of the rob- 
bery. The robbara, who were stationed 
at the point agreed upon, immediately 
uncoupled the baggage, express and 
mail care, and the two robbers on the 
engine opened the throttle and took the 
:hrce care about 300 yards ahead. 


Conductor Voach and 
Brakeman 


Lone ahouted to the engineer, inquiring 
;he trouble. Their answer waa a fusil- 
ade of shoia, and the command to get 
jack to the train. Neither seeming to 
obey quickly enough, another volley was 
3red at them from the engine. Two of 
the robbers then went to the express 
car and exploded a charge of giant 
powder, and then ordered Messenger 
Itutler to open the door. He replied 
with a shot, which was returned by the 
robbera. Three other men atood guard 
and kept the trainmen and passengers 
from coming up. 


Receiving no reply to their second 


command for Messenger Butler to come 
out—he having slioped through tbe op- 
posite door—another charge of dynamite 
waa placed uuder the car and need. The 
effect waa ruinous. Doors were blown 
apart and tho heavy floor timbers of the 
car shivered into splinters. 


The car was at once entered and the 


two email safes of the espreaa company 
attacked with giant powder. Both of 
theae were blown open. The last charge 
sent the burning co,iU irum the stove 
flying in every direction. Theae, alight- 
ing among the paper-wrapped packages, 
at once aet the interior ol the car ia a 
blaze. 


After the express car had been not on 


fire, they turned their attention to the 
mail car. 
After exploding a charge of 


liiaut powder, they ordered Postal Olerk 
bhaa. Piper to ooen the door. At tho 
second command ho obeyed and one 
man entered, revolver in hand. 
After 


rummaging about for five minutes and 
breaking open a number of packages he 
left without taking-any thing. By this 
time the fire from the express car WHS 
communicated to the rear end of the 
mail car. 


Owing to the presence of mind of 


Postal Olerk Piper, he saved the entire | 
mail from deatraction, lie secured a 
i 


bucket aud together with the engineer, ! 
carried the water-from a small pond j 
near by and succeeded in keeping the | 
fire away from the mail and' only slight! 
damage resulted from water. 
i 


Express Messenger Butler made tho j 


following report to Eugene Selby, local, 
manager of Wells, Fargo & Company: 
i 


"When t ha train stopped, I put out 


tho lampa, took a shotgun, opened a 
door and shot at a man I took for a rob- 
ber, and he shot at me. When 1 flaw 
the flash I snapped my gun at him 
again, bnt it missed nro. One charge of 
giant- powder had been exploded under 
the forward end of the car before 1 shot. 
The discharge of the giant powder being 
accompanied by tbe command ta 'corns 
nt or be killed.' Knowing that he had 
;iant powder and my gun failing to 
work, I got out on the opposite side of 
bo car, just as he threw the giant pow-, 
rler in. I slipped out apparently unob- 
erved before the fuse had time to burn 
o the fulminating cap, and entered tbe 
oach. The explosion of the cartridge 
if dynamite occurred juat aa I reached 
he cab. 


''The express and mail cars were 
hen deUchei and run ahead about a 
quarter of a mile. 
Five charges of 


;iant powder were uaed on tbe safea. 
i'be car took fire and waa burned corn- 
lie tely with its contents. 


"After tbe robbers left T stayed with 


,he safea till daylight. Traid 15 left 
ibont 5 50 a.m., leaving me to watch the 
eafea, there being no place to move 
hem to. 


"At daylight we took the safes on a 


msh car to Roseburg in time to catch 
~tfo. 18, which leaves at 8 a.m. The 
jafea are badly damaged by powder and 
ire but the steel box is not opened, The 
through safe wasoverlooked but was red 
when taken from the fire. Tne loaal 
safe wag blown to pieces but there waa 
little of value in it. 


*,'A rancher came to the train and said 


that five men paasci hia honae from the 
scene of the robbery, carrying two lan- 
terns, shortly after the ahooting ceased." 


Superintendent Field of the Southern

Pointers to Ranchers About to Burn 


Their Brush.

I £66 that 


different vineyardists and fruit growers 
ara diEpoeing of the brash in different 
ways. Cue ties it in bundles lor fael 
for his brush burning engine. Another 
chops it up in the tield to be plowed 
under to tot for the benefit of the eoil. 
Still unothM piles it up to rot, to bo 
inam retained to the soil. A faurtl 
uurnt? it in cocka on the ground. Other, 
consume it in the iron wagon that drop 
the ashee as it goes. 


These all claim their advantages. Thi_ 


ashOB are an alkali—potash—that bane- 
nts the land unless it ha hlkali land, 
which it may injure if the alkali is al- 
ready in excess and it the alkali be 
potash. The writer haa an acre or two 
of alkali land which he value?, as he 
hauls the earth to lua higher lands and to 
the alluvial land afl a fertilizer. Las' 
year it doubled the wheat croo when 
spread a quarter'of an inch deep, i 
must be analyzed and thun published. 


To return to the brnsh question. We 


may expect within ten days to see the 
air clouded with smoke from the buru- 
luii of brush in the vineyards 
and 


orchards. It would be interesting tc 
mow hoiv many degrees these rirea will 
raiee the temperatureof the atmosphere. 
Statistics ehow that moderate smndainq 
raises the temperature several degrees, 
n eomo chemical way combining smoke 
and moisture. Now, considering that 
our raisin and fruit crops were damaged 
,aat year by oae or t^o night* of frost 
:hat lowered the temperature oaly aboul 
iwo degrees below the power of endur- 
ance oi the vines, and knowing that 
cycles of excessive iieat and cold often 
embrace a few consecutive years, would 
it not be wise to defer burning some o.r 
the' brush until each time aa its burn 
ing might prove a benefit? Xo one cai 
reasonably doubt that one-fourth of tht 
brnsh taken from the vineyards- i. 
burned during the few frosty nights (or 
early morDings, when the thermometer 
fnlla) would have saved oar fruit last 
spring.

Jvow the writer proposes to plac- 


email pilea of bruah a few feet apart all 
around hia vineyards and orchards, and 
larger piles wherever room may be 
found for them. These will be placed 
also along the irriRatiaE ditches, where 
water nsay be obtained for smudging 
with wet manure placed on tbo burning 
brush. 
A= loose viasE do not burn 


readily a little straw sad some tree 
brush nr a eheaf of pressed and wire- 
bouud grape brush laid under the IOOEO 
vinea would insure a quick and siifficien1 
fire. 


Much leps heat ie required to save the 


fruit if amoke and moisture are pro- 
duced with the beat. The brush from t 
few rowa of vines around the outside o 
tbe vineyard, carried ont by tne brusl 
rake for tbia purpose, would beattendet 
with no extra espeuee and would not be 
unsightly when its office was known. 


We are aware that eome of our vine- 


yardists a& well as Ibe oranga grower 
of Florida have not observed an equiva 
lent benefit from smudging. In Florida 
tbe temperature fell from ten to fifteen de 
Kreea below any frost we have ever suf 
fered in thia valley. Their frosts art 
usually much heavier than ours. Ua 
der auch conditions smudging must fail 
Want of experience, 'together with ou 
lack of proper preparation to meet thi 
enemy, no doubt made smudginR ia ou 
experience ft doubtful expedient. In 
other sections, with experienced mauip 
ulatora, the aggregate ol testimony - 
in favor of smudging.

A TRIP ON SNOW SHOES 


Yesterday waa a quiet day in the Sau- 


lere trial. Testimony which nad bt;en 
adduced at the two former trials was 
;one over again, but it waa of a chnrac* 
er strongly implicating the defendant. 
?he point was reached where the great 
mystery—what disposition was made of 
Yootum's body—presents itself to the 
irosecution in its contention of thecase, 
u a manner which bitttes even any at- 
empt at advancing a plausible theory. 


If Sandere killed Wootion, what did he 
do with the body of hie victim? Where 
did he BO successfully dispose of it1 that 
no trace haa ever baen found? These 
are the questions which cannot be an- 
swered. 


The prosecution believes that Wootton 


was murdered in hia own honae by the 
defendant; that Sanders propped the 
jody of his victim up iu the eeat of his 
vehicle, and drove past Rohloff in thie 
manner. About two miles further on 
:wo men saw Sanders without anyone 
;ittiug beside him. Tha prosecution 
hiuks that the defendant had placed the 
jody of the dcafl rancher in the bottom 
if the bnckboard. 


Then four hours elapse which are a 


tlank to tho prosecution, and during 
which it ia believed that Sanders con- 
trived to get the dead man off hishanrle. 
At 8 o'clock that evening, near Reedley, 
and about thirteen miles from 
tbe 


tVootton ranch, the defendant waa aeen 
drivingou his way home. 


\If 
Wootton 
was 
murdered, 
the 


mystery surrounding the disposition of 
iia body hardly finds a parallel in the 
criminal"history of the country. Three 
roars have now gone by since that first 
day of February, !S9i, when the aged 
and wealthy rancher was last Been alive 
iy his employe Rohloff. The people 
throughout tho southeastern portion of 
the county were greatly aroused ovor the 
lisappearance, and "the discovery of 
Wootton's body has been a matter fore- 
most in their minus during all this time. 
Their search haa been unflagging, yet 
nothing has resulted from it. 


Charlej Kuhloff was still on tbe etand 


when.the trial waa resumed yesterday 
morning, and his cross-examination by 
Attorney Short was* continued. 
Ilia 


testimony was gone over again 
at 


ength. Tbo only thing new brought 
out was that the defendant had told the 
witness that Knausch and Graves had 
Drocured a rip from a Fresno livery 
stable and drove out to Woottou'a ranch 
with the $20,000 in gold when the deal 
ror the ranch was consummated. Roh. 
.off had forgotten to testify to this fact 
at the two former trials. 


The two next witnesses were ^r. M. 


Records and Newt Wiseman. 
They 


were plowing about two miles below tht 
Wootton houEO on February 1,1894, and 
saw Sanders drive hv, at a distance of 
only about 100 fe«t, shortly altar 4 
o'clock, at which hour Sunders and 
Wootton were eeen by Rohloff. Records 
aud Wiseman swore positively that 
Sunders eat aloue in the eeat of the 
buckboard. 


Charles Gobin was then called to the 


stand. Ou the evening of the eventful 
February let, at about 8 o'clock, he 
met Banders at a point thirteen milea 
hplowths Wootton ranch. The defend- 
ant was driving alone in his biickboard 
with the span of males. The witness 
was positive tbat no one was with San- 
dere.* 


Assistant State Adjutant General R. 


L. Peeler, who was deputy recorder o! 
this county in 1894, testified regarding 
the recording of the dsadsandthe agree- 
ment whereby the defendant secured 
control of the Wootton ranch. 
Mr. 


Peeler had received the 
documents 


through the mails from John Knausch 
and were tn be placed on record at hii 
request. They were then to he returnee 
toW. A. Sanders. The defendant had 
also called for the balance of the $b 
note sent with the papers to pay for 
their recording. The envelope in which 
"JonnKnanach" had sent the. deeds 
was mailed either at Reedley or at San> 
ders postofiice. 


George Wieuinan, father of 
Newt 


wag called to tho etand and proved to 
be a very important witness for the 
prosecution. He bad known Wootton 
and oandera for many years, having 
rented land from tho former. Wiseman 
waa probably the first man to fmspnrr 
tbe defendant of being responsible foi 
the rancher's disappearance, and prac- 
tically charged him with it before tht 
case came to the'attentionof the author 
ities. 


The witness bad heard Banders apeak 


of a wealthy friend named Knausch 
who ha said was residing in Montana 
Tho defendant often spoke of tbe capi 
tali at as wanting to buy tho Wootton 
ranch to engage in the growing of citrni 
fruits. In OctoBer, 1893, the wituesi 
had a conversation with the defendant 
regarding the purchase of tho ranch 
Sanders thought that $40,000 waa a fair 
price for it, \ut Wiseman doubted i 
Wootton would let it go for that. Thi 
defendant eaid that Knausch wouh 
SOOE come to look at the place, am 
would in all probability locate there 
Sanders aeked if Knauech could have 
his mail sent to Wiseman's place, ant 
the witness aeeenlad. Wiseman recuivei 
a largo number of papers addressed to 
John Knanech, but no letter?. The pa 
pere accumulated, and finally the wit- 
ness on one ocua&ion asked the defend 
ant when Knattach was coming, as he 
had a large number of papers for him 
Sanders replied that the capitalist hai 
located in Loa Angeles, and. told tbe wit- 
ness to do with the papers aa he liked. 


About February 20, 1894, Sanders 


came to the home of the witness during 
his absence, and left word with Mrs 
Wiseman for him to come up to the 
Wootton house the next morning, as he 
desired to see him. When he wenl 
there ho found Sandera lying in bed 
Tho defendant remarked that he had 
not slept much during the night, as he 
was ill. He then began to tell witness 
concerning the purchase of the ranch by 
himself, Knausch and Gravea. Whei 
the witnees asked a hat had become o 
Wootton, Sanders answered that he 
was in the southern part of the state 
with Knauech and Graves, Wiseman 
then eaid WuoUou owed him f 75, which 
he was anxious to got. The defendan 
said he would pay it, and pulled ont a 
•$20 bill and gave it to him, stating that 
he would settle the account as soon at 
he, could. Sandera had explained thai 
he and the other purchasers of the 
ranch would assume all of Woottou'e 
obligations. 
' 


Wiseman hart received a letter, dated 


at San Fernaudo in Southern California 
and purporting to be signed by William 
Wootton, on February lltb.only aweek 
and a half after therancherdisappeared 
A few dava after that tbe witness tret 
Sanders, and the defendant asked him 
if fie had heard from Wootton. On the 
lilth Wiseman received another letter 
from Baretow, alao signed "William 
Wootton." 


The rancher wrote that he would can- 


cel the debt of $700, owed by' the wit- 
neas to him. Wieemau went to San- 
ders about tbe letter, and eaid that 
"Uncle Billy" was becoming very lib- 
eral, fte he bad always inui&ted on want- 
ing every cent due him. The witness 
then charged thedefendant with writing 
tho letter and forging Wootton'e name 
to it, hut thia Sanders denied.

So far this haa been an exceptionally 


open winter and the traveler, though 
obliged to go on show ehoee, haa them 
to carry on hia ahoulder over occasional 
dry cround. The anow we find to be on 
aa average about twenty inches deep, 
while la places exposed to the sun the 
ground is bare, and little rivuleta stream 
over the rocka and make their way to 
the ice-bridged streams in the canyona 
below.

You work theae after the manner of a 


Chinaman witb hia heelleas slippers— 
slide them ahead, first one thuu the 
other.

Then you take 
chances with the trees, logs and brush, 
for if the hill ia steep you go in spite of 
your pole. 


We had a merry slide down the hill tc 


the Providence mine. The enow in anc 
about the mine had almost gone. We 
found eight men busy at work there 
piercing the hill in two places. The 
mine is being worked by Beard & Nel- 
son. A 4-Btamp mill with rock breaker, 
ia busy stamping the quartz to "flour." 
For convenience and ' satisfaction o 
working ore this mine is a modal. Situ- 
ated on the south and west slope of the 
Dinkey ridge on mineral reserve lant 
are tho 
Providence aud Kichmond 


claims, with enough timber standing on 
the two claims to furnish wood ani 
timber for twenty yearB,aml all the wate! 
required for mill purposes running outof 
the drain tunnel. 


The mill is at the mouth of the drain 


tunnel. The car containing the ore ia 
switched on a turntable and run iu a< 
thegableend of the mill and dumpei 
into the Bret or upper bin, the floor of 
which ia grizzled, letting 
the 
fine 


through and the coarse into the rock 
breaker hopper and into the bin below, 
thence by a short chnte into tho ore 
feeder, from where it is fed into the bat- 
tery as required. The mill consists of 
fonr jjtiO pound stamps and battery, a 
No. 3 Dodgo rock breaker, a Challenge 
ore feeder, thirty square feet of silver- 
plated amalgamating alaba and a 20- 
horse power Rico engine. 


The rockbreaker ia driven by a one- 


inch eeaweed rope; the battery by an 
eight-inch rubber belt. The bins have 
acapacity of eighty tons, and the crush- 
ing capacity of the mill ia eight tone a 
day, A Triumph four-foot concentrator 
ia on the ground, bat not in place to 
work the sulphureta, which arc consid- 
ered rich. The ore is rather of a de- 
composed nature and milla about $20 to 
$30 a ton, free gold, with a heavy per- 
centage of eulphureta. 


The blacksmith shop ia also at the 


drain tunnel. This tunnel is in about 
500 feet, and intersects 
the incline 


sunk on the dip of the ledge at the 200- 
foot-level. Up thifl incline are levels 
run both waya about fifty or sixty feet 
apart. On the npper end of the claim 
a tunnel has been driven into the ledge 
700 feet. All works are timbered with 
heavy sugar pino and fir. The ledge 
through all these levels nhowB up well, 
about a twenty-inch pay..atreak. To be 
able to work without loasol time during 
storma the track is covered with a snow 
shad from where it leaves under gronnd 
tothedumpH. 


Down the hill, and just below the 


Providence mine, laya the April Fool 
placer gronnd, discovered and located 
by L. B. Beard and John I. Nelson last 
April, which ia now being worked by 
Ed. Hurataud W. M. Olaypoole, who 
have the ground leased. Very rich 
gravel has been struck lately. The only 
difficulty is the water supply. At pres- 
ent hut a small pipe bead can be had, 
still Mr. Hurat says he can make $10 a 
day. 


From the Providence we went over 


the hill and across Dinkey to Laurel 
creek. But one mine is now being 
worked here, on account of the snow; 
this one is the Royland mine, owned by 
Mark Royland of Yisalia, now under 
leaae and being worked by Louis Rao- 
bido and "Cocoo" Hammers. 
They 


have out about seventy tons of cood 
rock, which they will crash in the spring 
by means of a water-force arraatra,, 


Mr. Hammers haa hifl family with 


him.- Hia wife ia the only woman be- 
yond Ockenden'd. A little beyond are 
the Exchequer claims, formerly owned 
by Jamea Bridges, but recently sold to 
Honry Everaoll and Jamas McMurtry— 
price said to be $3000. While here we 
met H. Hatch, who owns the Yellow 
Button, aud Mr, N'aylor of San Fran- 
cisco. Mr. Hatch stated he had eold an 
intfireat and would put a mill up in the 
spring.

Possibly these things are placed in 


conjunction in "The Man About Town" 
to impress the reader that a condition of 
cause aud effect exista between them; 
that such extravagance of the rich is op- 
pressive to the poor, and one of the 
causes of poverty and distress. 
Of 


course, the writer knows better and did 
not intend any such thing, but that is 
the way it looks and impresses many 
people. What he would aay he means 
is that all thia money if given directly 
iuto the hands of charity and distributed 
would alleviate a great amount of suffer- 
ing and want. So I will argue from hie 
best standpoint. The accumulation of 
thie vast wealth has nothing to do with 
the proposition; only what comes after. 


Why does this bal masque cost a quar- 


ter of a million, and where does the 
money go? Surely not to othur rich 
people. 
It divides into a thousand 


streams flowing through every industry 
in the city; lower and lower they work 
their way down through tho varioua 
strata of society, each subtracting 
part till the enda reach the BeamPtreBS 
in bar garret and the vegetable vendor 
at her kitchen door. ' Not a dollar of it 
goeaup; it all goes down. The entire 
$250,000 is passed into the hands of 
trade and labor. Suppose the million- 
aires of New York each week gave an 
entertainment coating $250,000, does any 
one suppose for a moment that it would 
be otherwise than beneficial? Charity 
iu ita truest sense is giving employment 
to the deserving poor who ask not for 
alms. The amount of hard wori re- 
quired to expend a quarter of a million 
dollara upon this bal masque must be 
enormous, to which should be added the 
expenditures of tbe guests for the oc- 
caaion. > 


Because Mra. Bradley-Martin gives 


thia hal masque at such a cost io no rea- 
son for supposing that she is deal to the 
direct call of distress. Such people sel- 
dom are. It ia the miserly aud selfish 
rich who are uncharitable and hard on 
tbe poor; not the prodigals like .the 
madam. Coming near homo, where wo 
can see. clearer, we know that San Frau- 
cieco hsa a claas of women who aro lav- 
ish entertainers, and the record nlarj 
shows that their bauds are the freest in 
tho cause of charity wboro tho caah haa 
to be put down. 


No better exemplification of the bene- 


fits to tbe trades people and tho work- 
ing elasaoa resulting from the estrava- 
gant expenditures oi the rich can bo 
had '.ban in what ia called the London 
season. All your English readers will 
bear me out iu this. While we Ameri- 
cans, new in "our experiences with rich 
people aud their ways, look upon these 
displays of wealth with distrust and 
aomo resentment, the tradeatnen and 
artisans and working classes of London, 
old in the ways of the conr^and the 
aristocracy, hail with delight th"e adveul 
of tha Queen's drawing-room, followed 
by innumerable assemblies and fetes by 
the nobility which make up tbe London 
season. The impetus given to trade and 
industry ia so marked that the good re- 
sults are never questioned, and it ie left 
to us to growl when our wealthy people 
spend their money freely. Should the 
royal family, from bereavement or other 
causes, fail tn hold these drawiiig-rnomt 
a apir.it 
oE discontent pervades all 


classes. The public demand them, not 
because of any participation in the tea- 
tivitiea, but by reason of the good re- 
sulting from the immense expenditure 
of 
money uuring the asason. 
The 


Queen haa several timea BO tried the 
patience of her loyal and loving sub- 
jects iu this way that their plea for re- 
lief has floated PVOD across the At- 
lantic, 


.Similar reflections and remarks crop 


out all over the country when such ai 
affair cornea off. I see an Episcopal 
minister in New York warns his con- 
gregation . against attending in view of 
tho distress prevailing. 
How their 


staying away or an abandonment of thf 
affair would in the least put a crust o 
bread into the mouth of hunger he does 
not aay. He pro.bably only views the 
esthetic aide of the subject and holds 
that the two pictures should not hang 
beside each other, aa being in bad form 
in bringing out in too bold relief the ex- 
tremes of tbe two. As I cannot see il 
iu auch a light I give these few thoughts 
for what they are worth. 


In our viaita among our neighbors we 


sometimes come across something cari- 
ous and funny in the way of family 
namea. Upon our first visit toone,-a 
newcomer from Kansas, Eliza picked up 
a little blackoyed cherub of 2 years.

The Forgers Cashed a Check at 


K-utuer-Goldatein's. 


From Tuesday's Pelly. 


The prosecution rested its case in the 


Sandera trial yesterday forenoon. At- 
torney Short made hia opening state- 
ment to the jury and then began the in- 
troduction of testimony in behalf of the 
defendant. 
Before adjournment last 


evening the defense announced that it 
would nniih its testimony todoy, and 
there iB not much doubt that the case 
will go to the jury by the end of the 
week. 


It ia evident that the defense ia try- 


ing to break down the case of the pros- 
ecution, and is not undertaking to make 
out one of its own. All the testimony ad- 
duced yesterday waa contradictory of 
the people's witnesses. 


When the trial wafl resumed yester- 


day morning Charles Rohloff was re- 
called by the prosecutiou, and testified 
tbat the postmark on the letter pur- 
porting to come from Wootton, which 
ho received a faw daya after tbe ranch- 
er's disappearance, bore the name of 
FernanBo, a village about twenty miles 
thia Bide of Loa Angelea. When cross- 
examined by Mr. bhort Rohloff Bald 
that Sanders' team of mnlea would 
usually lope, aa they did the time the 
defonusnt drove away from the ranch 
with Wootton, after having been con- 
fined in the stable for several days. 
Saudere had on this occasion remained 
i the ranch three or four daye. 
Deputy Sheriff I'eck was recallea ._ 


regard to the trail leading from Nance's 
house in Hill'a valley acrOBB tho moun 
tain to Woottou'a place. The witness 
Baid that the path waa quite Bleep Iron 
Nance's to the top of the mountain, ant 
was rocky in Borne places. The deputy 
sheriff said that tho views from the 
Nance place over the territory between 
thehouBO and the mountain waa un 
obstructed, and that a buggy would h 
in plain view.

The prosecution here announced that 
t had presented its case. Attorney 
ihort then moved to strike out the tes- 
imony ol Robert Anderson, regarding 
he defendant's alleged attempt to fabri- 
cate testimony in hie behalf; of A. b. 
Gobin, who testified that ho mot Profea- 
Bor Sandera near Reedley at 8 o'clock in 
the evening of February 1, 189-1; o 
Deputy Sheriff Peck concerning the la] 
cf the country surrounding tho Nance 
place;.and ol Joy Scott iu regard to hia 
search in eouthern California for Woot 
ton, Knausch and Graves, and particu 
larlv that part of hia testimony embrac 
ing the hearsay report Detective A. B 
Lawson.had mado to him. The attor 
ney atated various groundfl for hia mo 
lion, but it was denied. 


Then Mr. Short moved to strike ou 


the evidence concerning the deeda and 
letters, h'n principal contention being 
that it had not been proved that they 
were connected with the c.ase or with 
the forging of tho draft. The court 
pointed out that any scheming individ- 
ual could have written these letters and 
the deeds, in order to injure the defend- 
ant or for aomeother reason. Thecourt 
denied this motion also. 
Mr. Short then made hia opemns 
statement, which was comparatively 
brief. It would be ahown, he aaid, that 
the defendant has resided in the county 
for about twenty-five years, and haa 
home on unimpeachable reputation up 
to the present difficulty. A strong 
friondahip had exiated between Wootton 
and Sanders. The defendant naw that 
the ranch owned by hia friend was «s,, 
adapted lo the growing of citrus fruita, 
and ho gained the idea of purchasing it.

The defenne expected to prove, con-

The association nay3 that no extended 


eiperiuieuta have been made by any ex- 
Derimental station, ao that poultry 
fceepera can secure the uect-asary in- 
formation to enable beginners to make 
a reasonable success. Aa a rule tuese 
latter are persouo of flioall means anil 
cannot afford to experiment, as it ia too 
expensive. The aedoemiion ia convinced 
that the remedy lies in the estabhah- 
ment of an experimental station by the 
stats, and that the- state would tc 
greatly advantaged by such a step. 


California should be capable of pro- 


ducing all tho fggs and poultry which it 
consumes, and uny euiieme that will 
bring about that icsult should receive 
earnest encouragement from the Hun- 
dred Thousand Olub and our Chamber 
of Commerce. Tho two organizations 
should immediately correapoua with 
Senator Pedlar and our representatives 
in the legislature urging them to frame 
a bill for eucli a purpose and try to have 
it passed at tho present session.
